Oaly One Chance in a Thousand to Reach the Iotre» 
pid Voyageur— Tho Supesratitions of the Esquis 
maux Wiil Not Admit of Work tris 
Sesason—Greeley’@ Possible Hopc. 
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WasHINGToN, September 20.—Lieutenant 
Dannenhower thinks with nearly all who have 
Studied the Arctic question, that there is little 
hope of rescuing Greely and his party this 
fall. ‘It looks hard, I know,’’ he said to your 
correspondent in speaking of the subject, ‘‘to 
Say that this great nation of 50,000,000 people, 
for whom Greely and his party made the trip, 
and in whose behalf they have put themselves 
in this dangerous position, should sit idly at 
home while these men are suffering, and per- 
haps starving, and cooly say that nothing can 
be done fer them. But those who have had 
Arctic experience know that to reach them 
by any means now almost -impossible. 
There may be one chance in a thousand, but 

no morethan that. Few people, you 
understand, or at least, realize the great difli-

culties to be overcome in Arctic traveling In 
the winter. Thearctic night, it mast be re-. 
membered, sets in in October, and for many 
months there is nolightexcept an hour or 
two of twilight atnoon. Then the storms 
are very frequent and very severe, apd when 
they rage the darkthess is thick, so that travel 
is impossible. Ewen under favorable circum- 
stances only a few miles can be nyadein-a 
day, and when you consider that @n many 
days you could not move a foot, and that the 
distance to be traveled is from to 700 
miles, over what is considered an alffost im- 
passable country at favorable timeg; you see 
the apparent hopelessness of the task, Greely’s 
orders were to make Littleton Island if not 
relieved by September Ist, so he is probably 
on his way there now. He may by this time 
have received the information left at Cape 
Sabine of the failure of the expedition and 
knows the worst. 
THE COURSE OPEN TO GREELY. 

‘There are two courses left to him—one to 
take a dash forthe Danish settlements on 
the coast of Greenland, which are three or 
four hundred miles away from Littleton is- 
land; the other, to retreat to his station. The 
Signal service people now say tbat he had 
sufficient provisions to last him with care to 
the summer of 1884. He is a careful and efli- 
cient officer; and would doubtless have left 
things in order at the station, and with what 
provisions he would pick up at the caches on 
his way back he would probably get through 
the winter. Of course, the prospect will not 
be very pleasing to them, and the thought of 
another long, cold winter there, especially 
with a limited supply of provisions, will 
ve very painful, but there seems little hope 
of any alternative.”’ 

‘Then you think there is no use ef evenan 
effort to reach them””’ 

“No, I do not think that; on the contrary, 
I think there is one chance in a thousand 
that the ice conditions in Melville Bay may 
be such that a vessel could get there, and this 
chance ought to be taken advantage of. If a 
vessel were at once fitted upand manned with 
hardy men from the New England coast, it 
could make a reconnoisance, and, if it should 
find the ice conditions favorable, might reach 
that region. Of course the chances are few. 


. and the risk would be considerable, but as 


Greely and his men havedone their duty by 

us, we should do everything that is possible 

for them, even though the chances are largely 
ainst us.”’ 


4 “Would it not be possible, heutenant, to 


send out parties of experienced men, with 
dogs and siedges from Upernavik to reach 
them ?”’ 

“Probably not. The natives there are very 
superstitious, and to get them to go north at 
this time of the year is, it is said, abso- 
lutely impossible. Then, too, it would 
be useless, for I do not think a party 
could carry suflicient provisions for 
its own sustenance on such a long 
trip as that, to say nothing ot relieving the 
others. It appears to be a physical impossi- 
bility. Yetl should be in favor of everything 
that could be done being undertaken imme 
diately, and the une chance in a thousand of 
which I spoke undertaken.” 

An interesting incident in the life of Greely 
is told here. He has always from his boy- 
hood desired to make a personal study of 
Arctic affairs, and exacted a promise of his 
wife before their marriage that she should 
permit him, without objection, to make such 
a trip, if he ever bad the opportunity. His 
wife now resides in Catifornia.

Dr. Gregory, civil ser- 
vice commissioner, stated to-day, when asked 
about the letter, that as it had just been re- 
eeived, no investigation had been yet made 
of the charges contained in it. 1 
expressed by Judge Thoman, in 
political assessinents, said 
re in accord with 
the other commissioners. I don’t 
say anything that looks like a me- 
mace. It can be said simply that it is the se- 
rious and earnest intention of the comniission- 
ers to call the attention of the proper author- 
ities to every violation of the law, of which 
we have good and sufticient evidence. When 
a charge is made that the law has been vio- 
lated in any department, and we are satisfied 
of its truth. We will notify the secretary that 
such change is made, and we bel eve it to be 
true. If he neglects to take the proper steps, 
we will report it to the president. 
ANY ONE CAN MaKE COMPLAINT. _

cerned, any man can make complaint to the 
grand jury. I don’t see why Dezenaorf did 
pot make his complaint to the grand jury.

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THRASHING a PHYSICIAN, 


A Williamsburg Man Charging a Doetor With Murs 
dering Hla Wife. 

New York, September 20-—The wife of 
W. F. Matthias died in Williamsburg yester- 
day and the attending physician was instant- 
ly set upon by the husband and thrashed. A 
man who was attracted by the noise rushed 
in. Hesays: “I found Dr, Beardsleyon the 
floor and Mr. Matthias at him. Mrs. Matthias 
lay back, dead, in her chair. I had seen her 
alive a few minutes before and she had been 
about the house during the day. Mr. Matthias 
was nearly insane. I finally succeeded in 
pulling him offand Dr. Beardsley made his 
escape.”’ 


Dr. Beardsley asked Coroner Keller to-day, 


for an autopsy on the body of Mrs. Matthias, 
He deposed that be had been charged with 
her murder by Mr. Matthias and had _ been 
outrageously assaulted. Hesays that when 
he wassummeoned he found Mrs. Matthias 
bolstered upinachair, apparently suffering 
from hep'wea. “‘She was breathing rapidly 
and with apparent difficulty, and her pulse 
was 135 per minute. Instunt stimulation of 
some sort was necessary and I gave the safest 
and most elfective remedy in such cases, 
aromatic spirits of ammenia. I gaye her first 
ahalfspoonful and soon afterward, as she 
didn’t get relief, I gave berthirty drops more. 
She had swallowed a part of it when she fell 
back dead in my arms. recognized at once 
that there had been heart’ trouble, and that 
the medicine which I had given had not ef- 
fected the result ‘Did I call you here to 
murder my wife?’°Mr. Matthias said, and he 
sprang upon me and assaulted me fiercely in 
the face and upon the head. It was wholly 
unexpected and I made no deferse. Then he 
threw me to the floor, kicked me and fairly 
skinned my back. He is a stout German,and

had had a wea handy or if the man had 
not come up an terfered.

Shortly after New 
Orleans was taken possession of by the feder 
als, my wife and family—composed only of 
ladies, the gentlemen having gone to the 
war—received an order from General Butler's 
chief quartermaster to vacate their house in 
forty-eight hours, as it was to be occupied by 
federal officers. 
BUTLER'S MAGNAN IMITY. 

An old friend of the family, Dr. Mercer, 
who was well acquainted with General But- 
ler, went to him to remonstrate against such 
a proceeding, and to explain the condition of 
Mrs. Beauregard’s health. General Butler at 
once countermanded the order, which he 
said had been given without his approval. 
Muvreover he sent a guard to protect the house 
against further intrusion, but the ladies re- 
quested the guard to be withdrawn, which 
was done. The war progressed with variable 
results while Mrs, beauregara’s health becaine 
worse. At last in the early spring of 1864 it 
became evident to her physician and her 
family that she had not long to live. Our 
good old friend, Dr. Mercer, again went to 
General Butler to know if there 
were no possibility of my see- 
ing once more the tenderand loving wife 
from whom I had been so suddenly and long 
separated? He immediately turned to his 
desk, and, with his characteristic prompt- 
ness, wrote an unconditional pass which au- 
thorized me to enter his lines and to come 
to New Orleans, where I could remain un- 
molested as long as circumstances required 
my presence there. That was a nobie act 
for which I shall ever be grateful, It is 
doubtful in my mind whether many officers 
oft 2 United States service would bave been 
willing to assume such a responsibility with- 
out first referring the matter tothe war de- 
partment at Washington. When I received 
the pass Charleston was threatened with 
another serious attack, and General Seymour, 
of the United States army, was about to leave 
Jacksonville, Florida, on an expedition across 
north Florida, thence te the Gulf of Mexico 
and | was organizing a force to check his 
march, which was done shortly after by Gen- 
erals Finnegan and Colquitt at the battle of 
Olustee at Ocean Pond. I was thus placed in 
the painful dilemma of selecting between my 
duty as a commander and my affection as a 
husband, I declined the pass so generously 
tendered. ‘Two weeksafter, while with my 
troops in front of Jacksonville, in which Gen- 
erel Seymour had retreated after his defeat, 
1 received and read by the dismal light of a 
camp tire, the news of the death of one whom 
I loved dearer than life. We had been mar- 
ried less than one year when we parted and I 
never saw her again.”’

GUILLOTINING a MURDERER. 


Oriminal, Leses his Mead 
Legaily. 

September 20.—Holtz, a 
murdérer, Was gzuillotined in the horse mar- 
ket in the presence of 5,000 persons. During 
his two months imprisonment he had felt 
confident that President Greyvyy would pardon 
him. Last night he played ecarte with his 
jailer until a late hour, Hol'z, with singular- 
ly good luck, won alimest every trick, and on 
going to bed at midnight made some remark to 
the jailer on his poor success as a player. At 
2 o'clock in the morning M. Diebler, the exe- 
cutioner, whose official title is **Monsieur Ex- 
ecauteur des Hautes ‘Kuvris,’ arrived by rail 
from Paris, attended by two aides. The guillo- 
tine, Which has alsu been brought from Paris, 
was left at the railway station, and M. Diebler 
drove to the prison at 4 o'clock in the morn- 
y. The director of the prison, accompan- 
ied by the jailer and the executioner, enter- 
ed Holtz’s cell and read the judgment of the 
cour de cassation. Holtz exclaimed: ‘*Com- 
ment ce n'est pas la grace qui est venue!’’and 
fainted away. 

He was then carried by an attendant to the 
chapel, where mass was performed and he 
made confession to M. Abbe Le Jeane. The 
religious ceremony ended Holtz was dressed 
in black, his hair cut short and his arms and 
legs tied tightly with six meters of stout rope. 
He was placed ina cart aud escorted by a 
platoon of gendarmes, and was driven to che 
horse market near the cemetery, where most 
of the spectators had biyouacked all night so 
as not to miss the sight, Strangely enough 
womeu and girls were in an overwhelming 
The cart witb Holtz in it halted at

of the condemned man, 
shirt collar down to his 
onto the block. 
Pressing his head down, the ax fell, and 
Hoitz’s head rolled into the basket. The aides 
pushed the trunk in another below by the 
side of the guillotine, and the remains were 
afterward buried in the neighboring ceme- 
tery. The head retained exactly the same 
expression of immobility as before. Once 
dropped the eyebrows were not raised again. 
The features were not in the least contracted, 
and the cheeks and lips remained of the same 
rosy tint of youth and health. Holtz was a 
strongly built, thick set Alsatian, 29 years 
old.

braries to Lim, enabling him to compile his 
‘Biographical and Critieal Catalogue.’ Lord 
Hijesmer’s library furnished him with ‘he 
greatest pertof the material used in ‘‘New 
Facts Regarding the Life of Shakspeare.’’ For 
more than twenty years he was e gaged in 
collecting items of interest for a work on the 
sam esubject, published in 1842-4. He was 
made secretary of the royal commission for 
examining’the 2ondition and management 
of the British museum, but was 
unable to carry out his plan 
for making a catalogue. For his literary ser- 
vices he was given a pension of £100 4 year. A 
judgstip, which was offered him by Judge 
Campbell, he refused lest he should be dis- 
tracted from his favorite studies. He was one 
of the vice presidents of the Society of Anti- 
quaries, to whose publications he was a fre- 
quent contributor. Among his other works 
are: ‘‘A Book of Roxburgh Ballads,’ ‘Extracts 
from the Registers of the Stationer’s Com- 
pany of Books Entered for Publication in 
1557-70,"’ *‘Memoirs of the Principal Shak- 
spearian Actor,’ an edition of Spencer and a 
collection of old English poetical ‘‘Miscel- 
lanies,”’ from Tottell in 1557, to Davison in 
1602. 

His last work was a ‘‘Bibliographical Ac- 
count of Rare Books,’’ published in 1865, 
when he was seventy-six years of age. Ina 
dispute concerning the antiquity and authen- 
ticicy of certain marginal nutes in a folio edi- 
tion of Shakspeare, he took the affimative, 
though opposed by a majority of the critics at 
that time; but since then thev have been in- 
corporated, to a large extent, in later texts 
Pursuing the quiet life of a student, his pro- 
tracted term of years was filled with intense 
enjoyment, and furnishes another illustration 
of the often noted fact that brain work seems 
favorable to longevity.

A Shortage Expeeted in the Postoffices ot the Country 
—Carplitol Geasip. 

WASHINGTON, September 20.—Requisitions 
upon the postottice department by the postmas 
ters for the new two-centstamp are so large that 
the contractors are unable to supply the de- 
mand, andthe department consequently is 
reducing the amounts called for in the re- 
quisitions.

The Insane Act of a Brooklyn Preacher—Cutsa fils 
Throat. 

New York, September 20.—The Rev. James 
Kemlo, recently pastor of the Reformed 
Presbyterian church at Booneville, N. J.,who 
murdered his wife at No. 49 Fulton street, 
Brooklyn, and then committed suicide by 
cutting his throat and hurling himself, all 
covered with blood, from a window into the 
crowded streets below. continues to be the 
subject of talk. The first floor of the building 
in which the tragedy occnrred is occupied by 
the Atlantic State bank, and each of the 
other three floors is occupied by a family. 
James Kemlo was a graduate of Rutgers 
college, and four years ago was ordained. 
Some time afterward he married, and took 
charge of the Reformed Presbyterian church 
at Buoneviile. His work was acceptable, but 
recently he became unfitted for the duties of 
his position. He was a victim of malaria,and 
the disease affected his mind. He became 
despondent, and often threatend when in 
such a mood.to put an end to his troubles by 
self destruction. After the summer vacation 
he was informed that the church members 
had resolved to haveanew pastor. The re- 
mova made him more despond- 
ent than ever. He talked of 
going to Europe to regain his health, and 
actually drew the money from a New York 
bank to pay the passage of himself and fami- 
ly. A few days ago his wife brought him 
over to see his mother, with the purpose of 
leaving him in Brooklyn fora short time, in 
the hope that the change might restore him 
to some extent, but he returned home every 
night to Newark. Monday night Mr. Kemlo 
was very restless and nervous. This morning 
he appeared to be calmer, and with his wife 
again visited Brooklyn. In the afternoon 
Mrs. Kemlo made preparations to return to 
her children in Newark, intending 
to leave her husband with his mother and 
father. A tew minutes before 1 o’clock this 
afternoon old Mrs. Kemlo tovk a basket and 
went out to purchasea beefsteak. Mrs. Kem- 
lo had been gone only a few minutes when 
neighbors in the house heard the sound of a 
struggle on the fluor above and presently a 
succession of piercing shrieks rang out through 
the house. Tben the shrieking and the strug- 
gling suddenly ceased. Mr. Trottmann, }:v- 
ing onthe floor below, ran up stairs, but 
Mr. Edward Kellum, Jr., one of the book 
keepers employed inthe bank, had already 
preceeded him. :

Her mother 
had made her take a hoe and scrape out a 
hole and place the-murdered child in it, cov- 
ering it witha little dirt,a few rocks and 
some straw. The mother warned the child 
that if she §disclosed its whereabouts she 
would kill her. But that innocent little 
girl not comprehending the turpitude of the 
crime committed by her mother, not only 
revealed the place of its burial, but said: 
“Mamma wrung the baby’s neck and hit it 
on the head with a stick.’ The dead infant 
was unearthed, and Dr. Childers upon exam 
ination found its neck broken and its skull 
crushed, The mother, when confronted with 
the ghastly corpse, acknowled to giving the 
child birth, but denied putting it to death.

The committee of conference onthe Berrien 
county whisky bill was appointed as follows:

The resolution to authorize the governor to 
make a compromise with the bondsmen of 
Samue! R. Hoyle, late tax collector of Ful- 
ton county, was taken up and passed. 

The reading of bills a third time proceeded, 
and the following were read:

THE HOUSE 

The house met at 9 o’clock and was called 
to order by the speaker. Prayer by the chap 
lain. The roll was called and the journal 
was read. 

Mr. Maddox, of Chattooga, moved to recon- 
sider the action of the house in passing a bill 
to regulate the fees of the tax collectors and 
receivers. 

Mr. Shipp, of Chattahoochee, said the bill 
ave these officers too niuch money. He had 
ound that the average increase of tax collec- 

tors pay in Georgia would be about $173. 

Mr. Rice, of Fulton, spoke in favor of the 
bill and against the reconsideration. He said 
under the present law the tax collector’s fees 
decreased so rapidly as the amount of proper- 
ty increased, that in Fulton county you have 
the spectacle of a_ tax collector 
giving a bond of $125,600 and making $1,100 
on his office. The new law would so change 
the rates as to give some decent compensation 
in the large counties. 

Mr. Parks, of Greene, favored a reconsider: 
ation. On the reconsideration the yeas were 
79 and the nays 59. So the motion prevailed. 

Mr. Wright, of Floyd, moved to reconsider 
the action of the house im refusing to pay

ens. 

Mr. Wright said: The bill was defeated 
yesterday because the house had not properly 
considered it. He knew it would. be recor- 
sidered and passed to-day. The argument in, 
favor of the bill presented itself to the heart 
‘and conscience of evesy man upon the floor 
of the house. It couid not be framed in 
words, 

‘As some tall clift that lifis its awful form 
And rising upward midway, leaves the storm.’’ 

Mr. Stephens stood pre-eminent among the 
great men of Georgia. The child of the state 
in a sense that no other man ever was, it was 
eminently fitting that he should be laid to 
rest with pompandceremony. Chiidiless and 
alone, the deep passion of his soul was given 
to his native state. He died with his hand to 
the helm and his heart in the work. And 
the old wrinkled form was taken up by the 
people of his state and tenderly, lovingly pat 
under the sod. How.could the representa- 
tives quibble over the expensesof his funeral? 
The ponip and splendor of his buriai reflected 
honor upon the state. There was not a man 
in the house who would have torn from these 
walls one band of mourning, or robbed his 
cotlin of a single rosebud. 

The finance committee had not been carried 
away by sentimentin reporting this bill, they 
had examined every item and found them 
true. Tothe honor of the state, to our own 
honor and to the tender memory of our dead 
statesman is due a reconsideration and passage 
of the bill 

Mr. Harris, of Bibb, favored the reconsid- 
eration. When Garticld died the governor 
ordered the capital draped and the state paid 
forit. The governor supposed that the peo- 
ple of Georgia wanted to pay that mark of re- 
spect at least to Alexander Stephens. 

Mr. Jordon of Hancock—What has become 
of that drapery? : 

Mr. Peek of Rockdale—I would ask the 
gentleman from Hancock what is wanted 
with it? 

Mr. Jordon—I understand that this drapery 
is vet worth about $200, and can be sold. 

Mr. Harris, continuing, said when he saw 
the splendid funeral he thought the ‘bill 
would be two or three thousand dollars.

Harris vs. Hull, ex’r. Complaint, from 

Worth. Practice in Supreme Court. Deeds, 

Title. Charge of Court. 

Jackson, C. J., being disqualified, did not 
preside in this case. | 

Hall, J.—1. It to the interest of parties 
as well as the public that there should be an 
end of litigation. One great purpose in estab- 
lishing this court was toterminate suits, and 
it is made its duty not only to grant judg - 
ments of aflirmance or reversal, but any other 
order, direction or decree required; and if 
necessary,.to make a final disposition of the 
cause; and it is empowered to give the cause 
such direction as may be consistent with law 
and justice. Code, 77218, 4284. 

2. In construing conveyances of land,effect 
is to be given to every part of the description, 
if practicable; but if the thing intended to 
be granted appears clearly and satisfactorily 
from any part of the description, and other 
circumstances of description are mentioned 
which are not applicable to that thing, the 
erant will not be defeated, but those circum- 
stances will be rejected as false or mistaken. 
W hat is most material and most certain in a 
description shall prevail over that which is 
less material and less certain. ‘Thus, courses 
and distances yield to natural and ascertained 
objects, thisrule being founded upon the le- 
gal presumption that all grants and convey- 
ances are, made with reference to an 
actual view of the premises by 
the parties thereto, (In _ this case 
an actual view was had). And whenever in the 
description ofland conveyed by deed, known 
monuments are referred to as boundaries, they 
must govern although neither courses nor dis- 
tances nor the computed contents correspond 
with such boundaries. Where all other means 
of ascertaining the true construction of a deed 
fail, and a doubt still remains, that construc- 
tion must prevail which is most favorable to 
the grantee.

ApovuT twenty years ago the United States 
began to give away its lands, and the policy 
has been kept up until 608,632 farms have 
beea given away in the shape of homesteads. 
This alone consumed 100,000,000 acres, or as 
much landas there is in Georgia, Alabama 
and Mississippi. Fully twice as much more was 
given to the railroad companies in the most 
reckless and often corrupt manner. Very little 
good gas accrued to the south from the im- 
mense grants of the common property, and if 
any of it can be regained on account of failures 
of the railroad companies to comply with the 
tenms of the grants, it should be. Congress 
-should be exacting in this matter, 


REDUCTION OF POSTAGE. 

Letter postage will be reduced on the first 
of October to two cents, but there need be no 
haste in getting rid of three-cent stamps, for 
the three-cent stamps will not be repudiated 
on the first of October, or at any other time, 
Ifaletter needs stamps to the amount of 
four cents, an old three-cent stamp and a one 
eent stamp can be used. Norneed any one 
buy the new two-cent stamps atall, the old 
two-cent stamps being as good as the brand 
new issue. The new two-cent stamp would 
not have been issued at all, perhaps, if 
it had not become the custom to have the 
head of Washington on the stamp for the letter 
rate. At present the head of Jackson appears 
on the two-cent stamps, but after the first of 
October the Jackson design will ‘be found on 

-the new four-cent stamps. As any of the 
stamps now in use will continue to be good, 
there will be no need of an exchange for 
new stamps, although postmasters are at lib- 
erty to make the exchange, because they can 
return the old stamps to the department as 
somuch cash. The change to cheaper 
postage will therefore be one unattended by 
difficulties; and if congress would extend the 
policy to newspaper postage they would earn 
not only the gratitude of publishers, but do 
the people a favor that would be felt in the 
cheapening'of reading matter. It does not 
pay to impose a tax in the nineteenth centu- 
ry on intelligence.

The history of the case as detailed by the witness- 
es from the stand, exhibits it as a dastardly 
crime, perhaps unparalleled for wantonness in the 
history of the county. 

It se ems that on the night of Saturday, June 23d, 
the negroes known in the Case were in the village 
of De > Hints buying supplies or otherwise engaged 
in Saturday evening affairs. Ed and Carey Hender- 
son were in company with Jack Dukes, but finally 
went to their home in the suburbs of the town. 
Soon Dukes came by en routeto his home and car- 
ryiig his rations for the ensuing week. He was 
somewhat overloaded and stopped at the Hender- 
son house, calling Ed Henderson to the gate and 
asking him to take and care for a sgck of 
meal. Henry Cato came up and began a quarrel 
with Dukes about some land over which they had 
disputed. Ed Henderson told Dukes togo on and le! 
Cato alone as Cato was an old fvol and not worth 
his notice, Cato was called inside the lot and sat 
down upon the piazza of the house. Dukes started 
on home, calling out**Good by to all.’’ Caioat once 
followed out afterhim and said: “I wantto see 
you about that land.’’ Dukes replied: “Go and 
talk with Mr. Winn about it.’’ Cato rejoined: 
"ao, ps GG. I’m going to see you!” 
He advanced on’ Di ukes, who then threw down 
his sack of rations. Cato placed his foot on Duke's 
foot. Dukesshoved him otf when Cato closed in 
and began to cut Vukes witha pocket Knife He 
inflicted seven wounds, twoof which were mor tal 
in their nature. Dukes died within thirty hours. 
He was wholly unarmed duringthe entire affair. 
Cato was afterwards urrested and jaile dd, 

Ou the trial he was formally armigned and en- 
tered a plea of not guilty. He was ably defended 
by Hou. Miiton A. Candler and:on,and Hon. H. 
C. Jones. Colonel! Catdler mace both the open- 
ing and concluding arguments in the 
case On the partof the defense.. His chief point 
was the absence of malice On the part of the de- 
fendant, as he argued was disclosed and sbundant- 
ly proven by the circumstances of the case. On 
the trial the defendant introduced no witnesses 
and made no statementin bis own behalf. 

The state’ was most ably they resented by Solicitor 
General Hill and Coionei L. J. Winn. soth made 
exhaustive arguments to the ejury. Judge Ham- 
mound delivereda full and clear charge to ine jury 
and it Was sent out toc onsider fts verdict. Court 
then adjourned until 9 o’clock this morning when 
the verdect is expecied. 

It is the general opinion that Cato will be found 
guilty, but views differasto whether it will bea 
Straight ve dict of murder with the penalty oi 
death, or will be accompanied by a recommenda- 
tion fixing the punishment at imprisonment for 
life. To secure the latter result was the main effort 
of the defense. 

It has been many years since there has beena 
hanging in DeKalb county. If Cato should ever 
have to pay that penalty the event will be one of 
intense interest to all classes of its citizens.
